ACCEPT KNOWLEDGE FROM 
ANY SOURCE. 


By Observer. 
“They are all theorists who could 
not practice what they preach and 
make a go of it. 
Give one of them a 
fine farm and ten thousand dollars 
and he will be broke in two years if 
he tries to farm as he teaches others 
to farm.” 
I heard a man make this 
remark about certain college trained 
agriculturists recently. 
He added further, “On the college 
experiment farm, 
surrounded 
with 
all the new-fangled farming equip­ 
ment and with unlimited state money 
to experiment with, he makes a good 
showing, but put him on his own re­ 
sources and any dirt farmer will show 
him up.” 
After hearing so many remarks of 
a like nature, it seems to me that the 
distrust of a few farmers for the ef­ 
ficiency of the college trained “the­ 
orist” is one of the chief influences 
that prevent the 
farmer and 
the 
county 
and 
home 
demonstration 
agents and the vocational agriculture 
teachers in the high schools from co­ 
operating to their very best advan­ 
tage for all concerned. Therp is prob­ 
ably not a person immediately con­ 
cerned with the teaching or the pro­ 
moting of better methods of agricul­ 
ture in a community who has not felt 
the influence of this distrust in ef­ 
fectively creating a barrier between 
him and those whom he most wishes 
to gam the confidence of. 
Perhaps the most effective way of 
overcoming this barrier is by teach­ 
ing the farmer as well as his children, 
that the 
science of 
agriculture H 
merely the accumulation and the as­ 
similation of fiast centuries of suc­ 
cessful farming methods of untold 
thousands of farmers as well as the 
knowledge of thousands of exploded 
falla< ie* of impractical farming, and 
is not the training of a gang of im­ 
practical theorists. Teach the farmer 
the fact that the only difference be- j 
tween the average farmer and the 
i scientific farmer is that while the 
average farmer knows that a thing is 
so and and is content with it, the i 
leientific farmer is trained to go a 
step further and learns why it is so 
and how to apply this knowledge to 
hi- bC't adv"n‘age. 
For 
example, 
the goo I 
farmer 
knows that certain acres of his land 
will produce certain crops while cth- j 
er acres will not grow those same 
crops or will produce them better. 
Th** scientific farmer will know how 
to analyze his noil to find out what 
element is lacking in order that it 
might be up,/lied to the soil to make 
it produce crops that it otherwise 
would not grow. 
To some farmers 
soil i,, merely “dirt”, and w hen worn 
out, the remedy is to move to anoth­ 
er farm; to the scientific farmer the 
sod is.a very complex body abound- ; 
mg in 
many 
chemical changes 
of j 
which it is neees- ary to know some- i 
thing of, 
He will know how to prac­ 
tice crop rotation and how to pre- 
serve the fertility of the soil. 
Any farmer may occasionally pro­ 
duct- a fine t rop or a line animal but 
the scientific farmer will further his 
cham cs for producing a good crop 
* very y* ;.r by carefully selecting his 
seed arui will know how to propa­ 
gate or build up a select breed from 
his best planes or animals. The care­ 
ful or the scientific farmer will know 
a hat ii 
>sts to produce a certain 
crop and whether or not he if oper- 
a ing at a profit or at a loss. Another 
farmer may produce aa good crop but 
at a lo*s and he won t know the dif­ 
ference and will repeat his mistake 
the next year. 
Any farm boy can tell you that a 
plow will not run right if the handles 
and eveners are not p e r f id y bal 
armed and the point set right; the 
improvements made on our farm ma­ 
chinery which has 
resulted in 
our 
modern 
and 
sometimes 
complex 
farming equipment, is not the result 
of the dreams of an impractical the­ 
orist 
but the 
improved cvp.es 
of 
farming tools which has proven suc­ 
cessful through the years.
